GENTLEMEN: 


It is with great pleasure that I submit a report to you 
of the work accomplished from the time I started here as 
Superintendent of the Home and Farm, namely; June 3, 
1963; 


Many changes have been made in our Administration 
Building, such as wall panelling in main office and Supt’s. 
office, both Dining Rooms and hallway. Some rooms were 
papered and eleven rooms were painted and in three 
rooms, new ceilings were installed. Also two porches of 
this building were repaired. 


In the main biuldings, we painted all rooms in 4A and 
4B and a new ceiling was installed in Ward 4-B Dormi- 
tory. A new cement floor was made at entrance to Ward 
4 and Caron Building. 


In Women’s Ward 3, a new ceiling was installed and a 
general Paint job done in this room. A number of win- 
dows were repaired and replaced in Wards 1 and 2. A new 
ceiling was installed and walls painted in Men’s Recrea- 
tion Room, We had all hallways to tunnel painted. 


New doors were installed in Laundry. A new Grain 
Shed was built and we changed the old Silo to a sawdust 
storage. We also had built a new addition between Silo 
and Dairy Barn; repaired cement floor in Milk Room 
and rebuilt four door jambs in Dairy Barn. 


A new roof was made on Piggery and general repairs 
made on doors, windows, etc. of this building. 
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General repairs and maintenance work was made 
throughout all buildings where needed. 


In the Boiler Room we have plans for two new boilers 
to be installed and in fact, at the end of this year, one 
boiler is already installed and running in satisfactory con- 
dition. We are looking forward to the two boilers being 
installed and in working order before the end of year 
1964. 


We realize other items will come up from time to time, 
in the way of repairs and general equipment and we hope 
to be able to take care of them promptly. 


At this time, I would like to express my grateful ap- 
preciation to the County Commissioners, members of the 
County Delegation and Executive Committee for their full 
cooperation during my seven months here. 


Also I wish to thank all members of our Organization, 
our Chaplains, Physician and everyone in any way who 
has helped to carry out our program of improvements.

The following is the report of the County Attorney 
for the period beginning January 1, 1963 and terminating 
October 31, 1963. 


Three Hundred and Thirty-Six indictments were dis- 
posed of during that ten-month period. 


There were One Hundred and Eighty-One appeal 
cases which were handled and disposed of during that 
period of ten months. 


Twenty-Seven hearings were held in Superior Court 
under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support 
Act, and a number of petitions under this Act were pre- 
pared and forwarded to other States for disposition in 
their courts. 


There were Nineteen petitions filed and examinations 
made under New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
1955, Chapter 173, which is the Sexual Psycopath Law. 


Investigations were made of Seven fatal accidents 
which occurred during that period and these investiga- 
tions were presented to the Grand Jury for their con- 
sideration. 

Problems originating from other county departments 
were brought to my attention and these matters have been 
settled. A large number of writs were brought to effect 
collection of moneys owed to the County an dmost of these 
cases have been settled.

There were Seven petitions filed under New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 173, which is 
the Sexual Psychopath Law. 

Five hearings were held regarding petitions under 
the Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act and orders 
made in these cases. 

During this relatively short period of time there were 
ten vehicular fatal accidents which were investigated by 
this office. In addition to the Ten motor vehicle fatals, 
there were Four fatal fires, One suffocation, One drown- 
ing, One electrocution, and Two fatal hunting accidents, 
all of which were investigated by this office. 

Also during this time, there was a double murder in 
Manchester, which involved a great deal of time and work. 

Numerous other matters were brought to the atten- 
tion of this office, and to the best of my knowledge, all 
have been settled amicably.

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REPORT OF THE HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To the Hillsborough County Board of Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit a report on the activities 
of the Hillsborough County Cooperative Extension Service 
for the year 1963. A detailed Annual Report covering each 
line of work is on file in the County Commissioner’s Office 
in Manchester, the Extension Service Director’s Office in 
Manchester, and the County Extension Office in Milford. 


The Extension Agents in the County are supervised 
by the County Extension Council. This Council is made 
up of thirteen people with each phase of Extension work 
represented. Harold Byam of Hillsborough was Chairman 
of the Council in 1963. 


Agents work in four areas — Agriculture, Home 
Economics, Forestry and 4-H Youth Work. Summary of 
each line of work follows: 


Agriculture 


Perley Colby and Ernest George (8/10 time). The 
backbone of the Agricultural Extension Program is still 
working with the Commercial Farmers which in Hills- 
borough County number about 600. There has been a 
decline in the number of farmers, but as the numbers 
decline the size of the farms remaining, increase in size 
and farmers problems increase in size, and complexity 
and they are in need of more precise information as a 
single error in judgment by the farmer could result in 
losses amounting to thousands of dollars. During the year, 
405 farm or home visits were made by the Agricultural 
Agents; 292 other individuals came to the office for in- 
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formation; 1505 telephone calls were made or received by 
the Agricultural Agents; 2306 bulletins were distributed; 
154 newspaper articles written and 90 meetings were held 
with 3741 in attendance. 


Much time is spent on other projects not necessarily 
connected with agriculture. These include such things as 
R.A.D., Rural Civil Defense, Home Gardening activities, 
L.F.Y.E., ete. 


4-H Club Program 


Charles Buck and Josephine 8S. Stearns. This youth 
program that serves Hillsborough County is equal to other 
areas within the state and certainly excels in certain 
areas. The staff is continually looking for ways to improve 
the program and reach more potential members and 
secure the highest caliber adult leaders. More time and 
effort is now expended in working with urban and sub- 
urban people. The greatest trend this year was the in- 
crease in 4-H Horsemanship projects and activities. This 
project enrolls both boys and girls as well as horses and 
ponies. The home making projects continue to enthuse 
the younger girls who really want to learn to sew or cook. 
The younger boys show great interest in shop and animal 
projects. At the present time, there are only two towns 
in the county that do not have a 4-H Club Program. The 
4-H Club Program will triple in size as soon as we find 
the secret of how to get the urban people to accept it. The 
staff has plans to promote urban work, but as yet has met 
with great resistance. However, in general, the future for 
the 4-H Club Program in this country looks brighter than 
it has for many years. We are hoping to increase our 
membership as we did this year by some 14%.

The sponsor of the bill Senator Samuel Green being 
absent, Mr. Valishka spoke in favor of the bill and was 
questioned by Reps. Cole, Cobleigh and Feldman. 


County Attorney Danais said he would be glad to 
answer any question. He was questioned by Reps. La- 
France, Gamache, Claveau and Conover, 
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Rep. Taft was opposed to the bill. 
Rep. Feldman was in favor of the bill. 
Rep. Peabody was in favor of the bill. 


Rep. Peterson was not in favor of a 100% increase 
but offered an amendment that the salary be increased 
from $3,800.00 to $5,000.00 to take effect January 1965. 


Opposed: Reps. Claveau, Capistran, Healey. 
In favor: Reps. Cobleigh, Taft, Kimball. 


Rep. Cobleigh moved that the bill as amended be 
reported as ought to pass. 


On the Division the vote was: For, 48; Against, 15. 


Commissioner Bouthillier reported that the Board 
requested permission to sell a piece of property, also a 
raise of $1,000.00 to take effect January 1965. No action 
was taken. Recess being over it was voted to adjourn.

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The Mid-Year report was discussed at length, After 
discussion Rep. Dionne moved and seconded by Rep. Wig- 
gin that the report be accepted. So voted. 


The Chairman stated that an extra appropriation 
was needed for the installation of the new boilers and 
called upon the Commissioners for an explanation who in 
turn called upon Mr. Morin. 


Mr. Morin told the committee that the amount ap- 
propriated was insufficient to complete the installation 
and stated that new pumps, piping and electrical equip- 
ment would have to be replaced to make the installation 
satisfactory, the extra cost including the consultant’s fees 
would be approximately $36,000.00 making the total cost 
approximately $79,000.00 for which $43,000.00 was ap- 
propriated. 


After much questioning by the members Rep. Ham- 
bleton moved and seconded by Rep. Cooper that the Exe- 
cutive Committee give the Commissioners approval to 
award the contract for the complete installation of the 
boilers to the R. E. Peabody Co. at the bid price of 
$74,909.00. 


It was the opinion of the members that an additional 
appropriation would be unnecessary at this time as funds 
could be transferred from other departments. 


The Executive Committee gave the Commissioners 
the approval to sell the Farnsworth property at public 
auction, the proceeds to go into the General Fund. This 
was moved by Rep. Wiggin and seconded by Rep. Dionne. 
so voted.

- The Chairman gave a report on the erection of a new 
Court House at Manchester and told the members that 
the present structure was inadequate for trials due to the 
lack of space. He suggested that a new Court House could 
be built at the Valley Street location that is owned by the 
County. He was of the opinion that the City of Man- 
chester might be interested in acquiring the present Court 
House as they were cramped for space. He also stated 
that the Register of Deeds, Register of Probate and the 
Law Library remain in Nashua. 


Atty. Clancy spoke in favor of retaining the Court 
House in Nashua but stated that additions would have 
to be made due to the lack of space. He was of the opinion 
that the old Post Office could be acquired. 


Atty. Roche from Manchester said his committee 
would go along with one Court House located in Man- 
chester, Bedford or Merrimack. 


Associate Justices Grimes and Griffith said the pres- 
ent quarters were inadequate and if a new Court House 
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was constructed it should have three or four Court Rooms 
plus additional space for all the personnel. 


The Nashua Delegation, Attys. Clancy and Pelletier 
were of the opinion when questioned that if they retained 
the present Court House, Register of Deeds, Register of 
Probate and the Law Library, they would be in favor of 
a Court House in Manchester and that the Clerk of 
Superior Court have his headquarters in Manchester.
